London, April 13.~No actual news
has yet reached Lo;sdnn beyond the
Russian ofMcinl telegrams, but dis-
patches from Weol-Hal-Wel Induce the
confident bellef that & naval engage-
ment occurred off Port Arthur with se-

vere character and that later tele-
grama will show that the Russians
suffered severer losses than yet ad-
mitted.

A rumor has reached Rome that
Vice-Admiral Makaroff's squadron was
attacked by the whole Japanese fleot,
concenled behind the Minokalo Islands
and his retreat was cut off and he was
forced lo Nght against odds with the
result that all of his ships were dam-
aged while the Betropaviovak was sur-
rounded by torpedo boats, struck by
five torpedoes and blown up.

Another rumor Is to the effect that
Rear-Admiral Molas s among the
killed aboard the Petropaviovsk. No
great attention Is pald to thess rumors

Russian Vensel Bayan Takes Refuge in
Shelter of Ports in Damaged

Washington, April 13.—The most ser-
lous acident that ham occurred In the
American navy since the blowing up of
the Maine in Havana harbor In 1898,

MEN FOUND IN HEAP.

Presence of Mind of Captain Saves Ves
sel From Destruction,

Penmacola, April 13.—By the explos-
lon of 2,000 pounds of powder In the
ufter 12-Inch turret and handling room
of the battleshlp Mlissourl, Captain
William 8. Cowles, commanding, 20
men were instantly killed and five were
injured, of whom two will die. The
Missourl was on the target range with
the Texas and Brooklyn at practice
about noon when & charge of powder
in the left-hand 1%-Inch gun Ignited
below, Ilgnited four charges of powder
In the handling reom, and all exploded,
Only one man of the entire turret and
handling room survived.

But for the prampt and efficlent act-
lon of Captaln Coyles in flooding the
linndling room and magazine with
wnter one of the magazines would have
exploded and the ship would have been
dentroyed.

Lieutenant Hammer, the ordinance
officer, gave out a statement of the ex-
plosion and ita probable cause, Ac-
cording to him, about noon, after the
first polnter of the after 12-inch plece
had fired his string, and second pointer
had fired the third shot of his string,
the charge ignited. The fourth shot
was being loaded and from all indl-
cations the fArst half of the charge
had been rammed home and the sec-
ond section was belng rammed home
when gases from the shot previously
fired or a portion of the cloth cover
Ignited the powder,

The breech was open and a dull thud
gnve notlce of something unusunl No
loud report was made, but flames were
geen from every portion of the turrel
A few seconds later another explos-
lon occurred, somewhat more flerce.

TWENTY-NINE MEN

Five Young Officers and Twenty-five
Members of the Crew Fall in Heap,
When Two Thousand Pounds of
Powder Go Off,

Magnificent Vessel is Engaged in Target Practice When Awful

Calamity Occurs--Prompt Action of Captain is all That
Saves the Ship From Total Destruction.

sponded, and the magazine and hand-
ling room were flooded with water. In
less than five seconds after the first
explosion two streams of waler were
belng played In the rooms, and when
volunteers were called for every man
responded, eager to go Into the tur-
rets and rescye the crew. Captain
Cowles gave his commands, and but
for his presence of mind and that of
the officers of the ship the Missourl
would have gone down. The second
explosion occurred near one of the
magnzines, and so hot was the fire
that the brass work of the magazines
were melted. Officers and men with
handkerchlefs over their faces made
every effort to rescue the men inside.
heeding thelr advice, the captain rushed
The officers endeavored to keep him
from going below, as men fell uncon-
gclous as they entered and had to be
pulled out by thelr comrades, but, un-
heading thelr advice, the captain rush-
ed below, followed by Lieutenant Ham-
mer, the ordinance officer and Lieuten-
_ Clglland Dayid. Captain Cowles
caught up n dylng bloefacket In his
arms and staggered o the deck with
him. The bluejacker, with two others
from the handling room, had crawled
partly from their place of duty when
they had been overvome,

Before the fumes of the burning
powder had left the turret officers and

men were laying out the dead and dy-|

ing men. Three minutes after the ex-
plosion all were on deck, and surgeons
from the Missourl, the Texas and the
Brooklyn were attending to thoge not
dead. The 25 men of the turret were
found lying In a heap. They had start-
ed for the exit when the first explosion
occurred and had just reached there
when the more horrible explosion In
the handling room occurred which
burmed and strangled them to death.
Lieutenant Davidson, the officer in
charge of the turret, evidently had giv-
en some command to the men, as he
was on top of the heap of men, hav-
ing fallen there after he had sllowed
them to pass him to get out of the
turret. The bodles were hardly rec-
ognizable, the terrible and quick fire
having burned the clothing from the
bodies of the men and the flesh hung
from them in shreds, Faces were mu-
